sible, but not sufficient to bury it. It is 
an old practice, and at ove time rather 
extensive one by market growers. Let it 
be the true variety of French Breakfast 
Radish, an oval root with scarlet top and 
clearly defined white bottom. Birds are 
villains for the seeds as soon as. sown, 
but the hint given above will keep them 
off. Lettuce must not be overlooked, and 
jittle plants obtained in our nurseries 
forthwith will give appreciated salad by 
Easter.

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JANUARY HINTS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
ria Times, the Poultry 
Correspondent savs :— 

The weather this winter, so far, has not been 
too bad for poultry-keepers, if they are 
able to shelter the birds from the rain. 
The storms and cold have not lasted, as 
there have been occasional spells of fine 
weather; but the wet is an item we have 
always to expect, and every poultry- 
keeper should provide against it. We 
cannot treat birds every day and every 
week alike during the winter. If there 
is constant rain we must keep them 
indoors; if much wind there must be 
shelter; if fine days come they should 

be out in the fields; if there is much cold 

they should be kept continually scratch- 
ing by occasionally throwing grain into 
the litter—this will keep them warm. 
The food should also be suited to the 
weather, as more warming food, such as 
maize and meat, is required in cold 
weather. In this way one must be con- 
stently on the alert, so that egg produc- 
tion does not diminish.

- OUTDOOR RELIEF IN- 
‘BELFAST. 


A NEW PROCEDURE. 

Mr. G. A. Harris, Secretary, Northern Ire- 
land Ministry of Home Affairs, wrote to the 
Belfast Guardians yesterday stating that he 
had Leen directed to refer to previous corre- 
spoidence regarding the measures to be taken 
in Belfast Union for granting outdoor relief 
at times of exceptional distress to persons 
not normally eligible to receive such relief 
under the ordinary Poor Law, and to inform 
the Guardians that the Poor Relief (Ex- 
ceptiona!l Distress) Act (Northern Ireland), 
1928, had received the Royal assent and 
became law ou December 18 last. ; 

That Act, as the Guardians were no doubt 
aware, repealed the provisions of Section 15 
oí the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 18 
and substituted a procedure for authorising 
Soc oí Guardians to grant, special outdoor 
relief. 

It was admitied that there was a consider- 
able amount of exceptional distress among 
persons resident in that part of the Belfast 
Union contained in the district electoral 
divisions comprising the County Borough of 
Belfast, and in pursuance of the powers con- 
ferred upon the Ministry by the Act it was 
proposed to make an order authorising the 
Beliast Board of Guardians to grant outdoor 
relief to able-bodied persons in that part of 
the union for a period of three months, 
subject to certain prescribed conditions. 

THE CONDITIONS. 

The Ministry considered that the conditions 
should be those which had been prescribed in 
the original Order made under Section 15 
of the Act of 1898, which were as follow dos 

(1) Relief shail be given at the Guardians 
discretion to such persons being the heads 
of families ordinarily resident in any of the 
said électoral divisions who for reasons satis- 
factory to the Guardians are not in receipt 
of, or entitled to, unemployment or any other 
State benefit, and who are unable to obtain 
emplovment, ; 

i2) Such relief shall only be given after 
full inquiry into the circumstances of each 
case, and shall be in the form in which out- 
door relief is usually given by the Guardians 
to rsons eligible for such gelief under 
Section 1 of the Poor Relief Extension Act, 
1247 {10 Vic.; Cap. 31). 

(5) If after consideration of any case the 
Guardians consider it desirable they may 
offer indeor relief notwithstanding that out- 
door relief might be granted under the 
seciton.

In 
moment of supreme peril, from the 
disaster that seemed inevitable it was 
suddenly saved, nct by Divine inter- 
“position, or by the sword of heroes or the 
eloquence of patriots, but by the curious 
expedient of one of the Mandarins— 
bearing the almost Chinese name of 
Jinks—quietly retiring to his bed. The 
simplicity, painlessness and cheapness of 
this method of averting a revolution is 
eurely worthy of our further enquiry; 
but it is not yet apparent to me how it 
could be applied to our Chinese institu- 
tions. 


” LIBERTY. 


“ Liberty’’ is a word that is dear to 
us, O Fum Hoam, and we have to return 
thanks daily to Heaven for the blessing 
of that freedom which exists in all its 
fulness behind that wall which protects 
the land of our birth. ‘‘ Liberty’’ is also 
held in honour here, and it has been 
incorporated into the very name of the 
country. But as plants and animals 
vary when found in different parts of the 
world, and as the Pekingese differs from 
the Irish wolfhound—though both are 
called dogs—so I am being slowly led to 
the opinion that freedom is something 
uite different in this western longitude 
rom the simple thing that it means with 


us. 

When first I landed on these shores 
my new scarlet silk shoes, which I had 
never worn, were taken from me; and on 
my inquiring the reason I was told that 
the State was now free and that this was 
the natural consequence. So strange a 
proceeding led me to investigate the 
matter further, but the result only left 
me in greater perplexity. I learnt that 
in this country there is a great part of 
the population in such poverty that they 
are unable to provide themselves with 

roper boots against the cold of this 
inclement climate, and that in consequence 
many incur sickness and die. It would 
appear to our lucid minds in China that 
a Free State would delegate some degree 
of its freedom to such an urgent need of 
humanity as boots. But,-to my surprise, 
I have been told that when the country 
was in slavery, boots were fre-; but that 
the first thing done by the present 
Mandarins when they had come into their 
freedom was to prohibit all freedom in 
the matter of boots. 

Judge of my amazement to learn that 
the Mandarins are about to take away 
also that liberty of books which the people 
had when they were slaves, because they 
say that while there are certain things 
which a man may do without being 
punished by the law, they ought to be 
punished for reading about them. Surely 
our own method of dealing with these 

matters in China is better—to punish 
doing wrong and not merely reading 
about it. rom these observations you 
will agree with me that freedom here is‘ 
strangely different from what we enjoy. 


A CUSTOM. 


In matters of religion I am happy to 
observe that the people are as devout in 
their own way as we are in China; but I 
have observed that in several of their most 
‘cherished customs they do not seem to be 
altogether consistent. We pay respect to 
our Sacred Writings by obeying them ; but 
I have noticed in this country some 
curious inconsistencies between the Sacred 

ritings and common custom. These, for 
example, Jay down a rule that woman's 
hair should be worn long: but they make 
no rule that her skirt should be worn long. 
No woman here thinks of wearing her 
hair Jong; for the shorter their hair can 
be clipped, the more beautiful they 
reckon themselves. In the same way, 
from what I can gather, the shorter their 
skirts the more beautiful they seem to be. 

The curious fact that I have observed, 
and for which I can get no explanation, 
is this. The High Priests write long 
letters every year in which they never 
mention the short hair which the Sacred 
Writings condemn, but speak very angrily 
about short dvesses, which are nowhere 
condemned and, as far as I can gather, 
never mentioned. All] this, O Fum Hoam, 
Guide of my youth, cannot fail to strike 
you as strange, and will serve to confirm 
the trnth of that maxim which you 
instilled into my childish mind, that the 
farther one gets from the Celestial gates 
of Peking the farther one gets from 
reason. 


THE INCREDIBLE. 


You and I. O Fum Hoam, have often 
thought ourselves happy in having spoken 
from our earliest years a rich and 
melodious language in which our patriots 
have given to the world a sublime 
example of the art of oratory, and our 
poe's sung with a music more entrancing 
than any other tongue. Nothing would 
induce us to change this glorious inheri- [ 
tance for the primitive tongue which 
still survives amongst a few of the 
aboriginal! tribes that have hitherto 
escaped the honour of intermarriage with 
our imperial race. I was hardly able to 
hear without derisive laughter that the 
Mandarins' of this strange people have 
issued an edict declaring that the sooner 
the people forget the Jancuage they all 
speak, and in which their patriots have 
pleaded the glorious cause of liberty, 
the bara and better and more cultured 
they will be.

AA New Robinson Play.

The announcement that a new play by 
Mr. Lennox Robinson is soon to im ro- 
duced in London is certain to be noted in 
Ireland with great interest. The play is 
' Give a Dog . . . ,” which was pub- 
lished some few months ago by Messrs. 
Macmillan in a volume entitled “ Plays,”’ 
has not yet been staged in Dublin, so 
London will have the first opportunity to 
see It on the stage. The play is to be 
produced for the Repertory Players, one 
of the London “ Sunday Societies,” by 
Sir Nigel Playfair on Sunday, January 
20th, at a theatre which has not yet been 
named. 
“Give a Dog . . ”’ is something out 
of Mr. Robinson’s ordinary style; there 
is not even a trace of Ireland in it. The 
scene is London, and the play is some- 
thing of a moral tale on the theme that 
‘* silence is golden.’’ The effects of loose 
talk and malicious gossip gre shown in 
relation to a promising architect and a 
young actress. Going home one night the 
young man overtook a girl trudging along 
in the rain; he offered a lift; the girl 
fainted in the car, and in an effort to 
prevent her from falling the driver 
allowed his grip of the wheel to relax so 
that the car struck a lJamp-standard. 
When this simple incident was embroi- 
dered it made a lurid tale, with the result 
that the young man decided he might as 
well have the gain as the name. He gave 
a party at his flat to a number of chorus 
girls, but when the time came for leaving 
no taxi was to be had, and his fainting 
girl had to stay the night. In the morn- 
ing she was found dead in bed. The com-, 
plications of this situation give the ‘‘dog” 
as bad a name as he could desire. 


The Street ‘Painter. 


For some time back I have noticed 
the disappearance from Dublin of the 
gutter artists—even the one-legged man 
who for years had his pitch at the 
corner of York street is not to be seen 
nowadays. I never have seen those men 
at work, as always their chalk drawings 
appeared to be ready-made and were 
placed side by side in the gutter to be 
inspected by passers-by, many of whom 
would drop coppers into the caps that 
invariably were to be found lying on one 
or other of the drawings. 
Recently I came across a real live 
gutter artist who displayed his work on 
the footpath outside the Municipal Art 
Gallery in Harcourt street; and, as the 
pedestrians stood to gaze on his small 
canvases, he showed his skill by drawing 
pictures in vari-coloured chalk on the 


pavement. 

Yesterday, however, I discovered a 
painter, a low-sized, intelligent-looking 
man,, with steel-grey hair, on St.

It was in June, 1229, in the thirteenth 
year of his reign, that King Henry III. 
«ranted permission ‘‘to the citizeps of 
Dublin, and their heirs, to elect from 
among themselves annually a loyal and 
discreet Mayor, proper for the government 
of that ‘city, and who, on his election, 
shall swear fealty to the King or to his 
Justiciary in his absence.” The Mayor 
was to hold office during one year, at the 
expiration of which the citizens might 
retain him or elect another. The first 
bearer of the new title was Richard 
Muton, and at the first meeting of the 
Mayoralty and Commonalty, and with the 
assent of the then Juticiary, Lord Gilbert 
del Lyuet, they made to William Fitz- 
Robert, ‘‘ Clerk of the city, for his good 
and faithful service, a plot of ground at 
the New Gate at the yearly rent 
of one pound of pepper to the Prevosts of 
Dublin.’’ 

In the troubled year 1641, at the special 
request of Robert Sydney, Earl of 
Leicester, then Lieutenant-General of Ire. 
land, it is recorded that King Char'es I., 
““for the greater honour of the city of 
Dublin grants that the Mayor of 
the city during the time of his being in 
cffice shall be named and styled the Lord 
Mayor of the City of Dublin, and his wife, 
Lady, Madam or Dame.”’ 


Almanacs. 


Almanacs can hardly be classed as 
literature, yet some eminent literary men 
have at various times devoted themselves 
to their compilation. John Evelyn, for 
instance, was responsible for the first 
‘‘Gardener’s Almanac,’’ published in 1664, 
and inserted therein at least one sage 
counsel often quoted by Sir Walter Scott— 
that every man for his health’s sake 
should take a country walk of a mile every 
morning, and, if possible, let it be on his 
own ground. Swift, too, once dabbled in 


calendar making to confound “the 
egregious Partridge, and Benjamin 
Franklin was the compiler of ‘“ Poor 


Robin’s Almanac,’’ publiszed in Phila- 
delphia for over a quarter of a century. 
In the spaces occurring between the re- 
markable days in the calendar Franklin 
inserted proverbs and aphorisms of his 
own devising, inculcating industry, 
prudence,, frugality, etc., a selection of 
which, collected and published in book 
form in 1757, enjoyed immense popularity 
on both sides of the Atlantic.

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Rurning Leaves. 


A correspondent writes :—Burning leaves 
in Phengx Park was the subject of a 
complaint made some time ago in your 
Diary. The writer described it as a 
dangerous and wasteful act. It is neither 
danzerous nor wasteful, but, under the 
existing conditions, is the most economic 
way of dealing with this side of Park 
management. I am a constant visitor to 
the Park, and as one whose experience 
of aboriculture and horticulture is pretty 
extensive, I think it is only just to point 
out that the present staff employed in the 
Park could not possibly gather the fallen 
leaves—even if they worked the 24 hours 
of the day~and cart 'them to a central 
place for conversion to leaf mould. That 
being out of the question, they did the 
next best thing. They burn the leaves less 
suitable for making mould. while they 
collect thousands of loads of the leaves 
suitable for making mould, which will be 
apparent to anyone visiting the working 
dépéts, Every workman engaged in the 
burning of leaves is under strict orders to 
light them only at a safe distance and to 
leeward of roadways, buildings and trees.

It disposed of certain 
treasure, which included seven iron barrels 
of silver, twelve studded barrels of gold, 
three iron barrels of old plate, as well as 
guns and trophies. Whosoever found the 
will in its hiding place was instructed to 
explore a certain rock, where a concealed 
cave would be disclosed, and the key to the 
magic door was to be found under the 
rock. 


UNSEALING THE HOARD. 


The authorities at once took solemn 
charge of the plans for unsealing this 
secret hoard, with large parties of 
railway navvies for digging. They have 
found no rock, and conseauently no magic 
cave, and it is now thought that the 
testator was jesting ; for there is no doubt 
as to the age of the document. 

Many hoaxes by will have been 
prompted by curious motives. The 
meanest was assuredly that of a man who 
left £5,000 apiece to three famous 
hospitals, but left no means to pay the 
bequests. It was suggested that he 
probably contemplated that his name 
would be widely advertised as a 
benefactor, but it was short-sighted and 
heartless vanity. 

We may be rather more sympathetic 
with the Scots merchant who agreeably 
surprised his lawyer by the munificent 
nature of the instructions of his will. The 
solicitor made his notes. but at last fel 
compelled to ask his client whether he 


was sure that his assets would be 
sufficient to meet all his gifts. ‘‘ Of course 
they will not” said the Scotsman, 


laughing ; “ but I want to show my friends 
what I would have done for them if I 
had had the means.” 


PITIED EXECUTORS, 


Executors who have to deal with these 
hoaxes of dead hands are to be pitied. 
There was a Mr. George who left a 
considerable estate to a son and daughter 
by a woman whom he had married in a 
Plymouth church. It was stated in the 
will that his wife had subsequently eloped, 
but he still wished to be remembered by 
the two children whom she had taken with 
her. His wishes gave his executors nearly 
seven years of worry. The registers of 
churches at Plymouth in Devonshire and 
the Plymouths in the Dominions were 
examined, and the aid of Somerset House 
enlisted, but all in vain. The marriage 
and the children appeared to have been 
entirely imaginary. 

A cruel hospital hoax was that of a 
patient who obtained many special acts of 
attention by lavish promises of what he 
intended to do in his will. To give 
plausibility to his pretensions he asked 
that the solicitor to the institution should 
be summoned to his bedside, and he then 
gave instructions. When he died it was 
found that he had left to the hospital 
mortgages and property amounting to | 
several thousand pounds; but investiga- 
tion showed that the man had been 
“known to the police” all his life, and 
had not the shadow of a claim to the 
properties mentioned in his will.

PLIGHT OF FARM 
LABOURERS, 


The serious shortage of houses for agricul- 
tural labourers thronghout the country 1s 
emipbasised by the number of applications 
received for every labourer’s cottage that 
becomes vacant. These honses are now let 
by boards of health throughort the Free 
State. For every vacant cottage in Lonth 
there are twenty applicants. 

At its last meeting the Board of Health 
had a cottage ta let at Christianstown, and 
amongst the applicants (all of whom were 
acrigultural labourers) two were men who, 


with their families, lived in lodgings; two 
lived apart from their wives owing to in- 
ahilty to get a house, and another aprlicant, 
his wife amd four children were living m a 
small cottage surrounded by a bog, and 
certified by the medical officer of health as 
being uninhabitable 
Owing to the continued high cost of build- 
ing and the impossibility of getting loans 
for long terms, the Board of Health finds 
itself wmable to build additional houses. In- 
vestigations were made, and it was found that 
even with a grant from the Housing Fund, 
the cost ef erecting a coiiage similar te those 
built in pre-war years would be so high that 
the tenant would not be able to pay the rent 
out of his wages as am agricultural labourer. 
The existing thousand cottages in County 
Louth are held at a rent of a shilling a week, 
and are a loss to the public funds.

THE QUEEN'S MESSAGE.

There was an omission of any 
reference to exhaustion, and this, perhaps 

may be regarded as a bad to the good 
| It is hoped that the slight improvement 
in the general condition noted in the 
bulletin to-night may mark the opening 
of a further stage of progress; but it is 
obvious that the road to convalescence is 
hard, uncertain and slow. 


Insurance Premiums. 


One indication of non-medica! and 
unskilled opinion with regard to the 
likelihood of the King’s recovery is the 
premium quoted by the big insuran:

Lately, as 
the battle against exhaustion becomes 
more and mofe difficult, the premium has 
risen to the very high figure of seventy- 
five. It is; of course, hot based on insirle 
knowledge, but in many quarters it is 
regarded as a grave sign. 


The Bulletins. 


One interesting result of the King's 
illness is that the public has become 
better acquainted with the nature of

the satisfactory result of being of value in 
similar cases in the future. I cannot 
recall that there has ever been such 
detailed examination by medical author-. 
ties of the contents of the. successive 
bulletins from Buckingham Palace, and 
in every case the necessary moral is 
drawn, with the result that benefit must 
accrue to somebody, particularly, perhaps, 
the medical profession. The man-in-the- 
street to-day is quite au fart with the 
course of treatment pursued at Buckinz- 
ham Palace. 


Influenza. 


At the Ministry of Health the medical 
officers, in reference to the present out- 
break of influenza, do not anticipate that 
there will be any spread of the disease on 
a large scale in this country, though some 
anxiety is felt as to whether the United 
States variety of the disease may not be 
imported here. It is not forgotten that 
the great outbreak of 1918, with its many 
deaths, is believed to have been imported 
from America. The statistics of influenza 
for the last few weeks show that, while a 
certain amount of the disease is always 
prevalent, the deaths have been fewer than 
usual at this time of the year, and appre- 
ciably lower than for the corresponding 
riod of 1927. At the same time, it 1s 
aid that people will have to face a very 
trying spring, and they are warned that 
every precaution should be taken to guard 
against an invasion of the disease. 


New Year's Eve. 


New Year’s Eve was celebrated in many 
directions in London last ES notably 
by a tremendous throng in front of %t. 
Paul’s; but this gathering no longer has 
the Scottish element predominant; for 
townspeople come easily from all parts of 
London nowadays, and there was a com- 
plete absence of whiskey and other spirits, 
which used to be a feature of the assembiy. 
A point last night was that when mid- 
night struck it was not “ Auld Lang Syne 
which greeted the incoming year, but the 
National Anthem, which was sung most 
impressively by the great throng, with 
almost poignant emotion. Similar scenes 
are reported as having taken place in the 
hotels and restaurants, where the New 
Year celebrations were gay enough, though 
a little chastened, perhaps, by the all- 
prevailing anxiety. 


Reparations. 


The choice of Sir. Josiah Stam! 
President of the London, Midland an 
Scottish Railway, and Lord Revelstoke. 
to be British members of the proposed 
Committee of Experts on Reparations, 15 
received with approval by financiers of all 
shades of opinion in the City of London, 
where it is noted that the two men re- 
present very different schools of thought. 
Sir Josiah Stamp has decidedly progres- 
sive views with regard to finance, while 
Lord Revelstoke, as a Baring, was born 
and bred in an atmosphere of banking, 
and has a particularly shrewd knowledge 
of the world. The Committee will meet 
in Paris, and with the question of repara- 
tions is bound up that of the evacuation 
of the Rhine by the Allied troops. 


The Schneider Trophy. 


The United States, by a surprise dect- 
sion, is to compete in the race this year 
for the Schneider Trophy, the entry reach- 
ing London only one hour and twenty 
minutes before the time limit expired. The 
challengers now include the United States, 
Italy and France, an entry expected from 
Germany failing to materialise. The 
entries, however, provide a greater number 
of competitors than there has been since 
1925; for in the last contests there were 
only two countries competing. Each 
country enters three machines, so that 
there should be twelve machines flying in 
the great race in the Solent in September, 
though at the moment it is understood 
that the United States will send only one 
machine. The last time the race was held 
in England was in 1923, when it was won 
by the United States. France has not 
won the trophy since 1913, the year of the 


first race. 


Surplus Women. 


The figures of the Registrar-General on 
population, just issued, reveal that there 
are fewer surplus women in Englan? now 
than when 1928 opened. In 192) the 


females exceeded the males in this country 
by more than two millions, and that excess 


has been diminished by only 400,000 at 


the end of last year, so that, with the 
same rate of progress, it will take thirty- 


two vears before equilibrium is reached.

PROFESSOR DODDS’S MANY 
ATTAINMENTS. 


A medical authority, referring to the 
administration of calcium, told a Press 
representative last night that this would 
be used in the way of a tonic for the blood 
circulative system, thus assisting the work 
of the heart and relieving it after the 
strain put upon it. The treatment was 
comparatively new, but had been rapidly 
developed during the last few years. 

Professor Edward Charles Dodds, whose 
name is mentioned above in connection 
with the treatment, has been Professor of 
 Bio-Chemistry at the University of London 
since 1925. He is Chemica] Pathologist -to 
the Middlesex Hospital, the City of 
London Maternity Hospital, and the 
Roval National Orthopedic Hospital. 

Not yet thirty years of. age, Professor 
Dodds has many scientific attainments. He 
has been Senior Demonstrator in Physiology 
and’ Pharmacology at the Middlesex 
Hospital and an Assistant in Bio- 
Chemistry at the Bland Sutton Institute 
of Pathology. He is the author of various 
papers on respiration, acid base equili- 
brium, insulin, and chemical] pathological

ONE FIRM’S YEAR’S WORK. 


The Director of the Iuft Hansa, 
Europe’s biggest commercial © aviation 
organisation, told ine that the most 


gratifying feature of German aviation 
progress is the marked advance in the 
amount of freight conveyed. It advanced 
€25 per cent. in 1928 on the total for 
1927. Germany’s leading company carried 
111,000. passengers 800,000 kilos of mai! 
and 480,000 kilos of baggage for a distance 
of more than 10,000,000 kilometres, These 
figures show substantial advances in al! 
branches. 

Despite this progress the Luft Hansa is 
still maintained to an extent of 75 per 
cent. by subsidies from the Reich, from 
various Federal States and from cities 
and it is estimated that, with the most 
favourable rate of progress, it Will be ten 
or fifteen years before the main traffic liner 
will be self-suppoiting. The minor branch 
lines will likely continue indefinitely to 
depend on local subsidies for their 
existence, 
Luft Hansa, with its allied foreign com- 
panies, has now established regular con- 
nection with every part of Europe, except 
Poland and ‘the occupied Rhineland terri- 
tory. Poland obstinately refuses to allow 
German ‘planes to fly over her teyritory, 
and this formed one of the obstacles to the 
successful conclusion of the recent German- 
Polish trade pact negotiations which were 
broken off. 


BIG INTERNATIONAL LINES. 

The Saar district was this year released 
for German fliers, and it is expected that 
the Rhineland second zone will be set 
free in 1929, allowing the extension of the 
German air lines westward. 
Luft Hansa, however, is not anxious to 
add to the number of existing lines. It 
prefers to increase the freauency of flivhts 
on the present lines. Excellent results 
have been achieved this year on the new 
through lines linking up Berlin with 
Paris, Frankfort, Vienna and Zurich, with 
non-stop flights. These lines are most 
popular with passengers. 
Meantime traffic experts are mappin7 
out plans for big international lines. 
Junkers is perfecting nreparations -for 
its German-Russian-Sibe’iin-Chinese line, 
with minor lines switching off to Persia, 
Afghanistan and Asia Mimor from the 
main Russian junction points. 


SEAS AWAITING ARGOSIES. 
Kar] Figdor is, agitating with the 
greatest energy for the development. of 
German air lines to South America by 
aeroplane or airship. He asserts that the 
great future line of traffic across the world 
will lead naturally through Buenos Aires, 
Rio de Janeiro, Las Palmas, the Canary 
Islands, Travemuende, or other ports in 
Germany, Moscow, Peking and Shanghai. 
“Tt is up to Germany to hurry and 
establish herself in international air 
lines,” he declares. ‘‘ She must beat com- 
petition im the Asiatic Seas and in the 
South Atlantic. Whoever runs the first 
successful. lines there will be the winner.”

Mr. Parker Gilbert, the Agent-General 
for Reparation Payments, to-day. issued 
the report for the fourth: annuity year,

THE BRITISH SHARE. 

The British share of the money paid by 
Germany during the fourth annuity 
year amoufited “altogether to roughly 


575,250,000 marks, of which nearly thir 


teen millions were used for the expenses 
of the British Army on the hine, 
56,500,000 marks were taken in cash 
transfers and. 297,500,000 marks were 


taken through the operation of the Repa 
rations Recovery Act in the sterling 
equivalent at the Bank of England. 

The total funds available to. France 
amounted to just over 1,000,000,000 gold 
marks, of which 50,500,000 marks 
were taken for the expenses of the French 
Army on the Rhine. 


ABLE TO PAY. 

The Agent-General, in an exhaustive 
review of Germany’s financial position, is 
evidently unable to find any indication 
that it is not a sound one, or incapable 
of bearing the reparations burden. 
On the contrary, he points out that the 
German Budget is still under the influ 
ence of the tendencies towards over- 
epending and over-borrowing to which he 
called attention in his memorandum of 
October 20th, 1927, owing principally to 
the increasing expenditures resulting from 
the sweeping increases .in official salaries 
and pensions and the continuing drain. of 
the financial settlement with the states 
and communes. 


THE GERMAN BUDCET. 

Mr. Parker Gilbert comments that it is 
élear now. that if the. German Goyern- 
ment, after more than four years’ delay, 
will take the practical steps that are 
necessary for the protection of its owu 
Budget, it can save hundreds of millions 
of marks of which it is now deprived by 
arbitrary transfers to the states and com 
munes, and, at the same time, bring 
about, for the first time since stabilisa. 
tion, a régime of orderly Budget-making 


themselves. 
The Agent-General adds .. that the 
revenues of the Reich continue to show a 
favourable development and that the 
practical problem now: is to keep the 
Government expenditure within the limits 
of the available revenue and that the time 
is approaching when more vigerous 
measures in this direction will have to be 
taken, though there can be no question 
of the ability of the Budget of the Reich 
to provide the-full amount of its standard 
contribution under the experts’ plan. 


GERMANY’S TRADE. 
He notes that German foreign. trade. has 
made. marked progress towards reaching a 
position of stability and balance, and 
German production and trade, as well as 
credit conditions, have taken on an aspect 
of greater steadiness than at any time 
since the war. 
The tendencies towards dver-expansion, 
which had developed during 1927, have 
now been checked before they reacned 
dangerous proportions ; commodity prices 
have become relatively stable, and the 
general volume of consumption appears to 
have remained during 1928 at about the 
high level of 1927, giving an impressive 
indication of the improved standard of 
living among the great mass of the 
German population. 


BIG TASK FOR ALL CONCERNED. 


The Agent-General concludes his views 
on. these points with the following 
paragraph: ‘Great as the progress of 
Germany has been during the last four 
years. it is not to be supposed that, she has 
yet made up for the values destroyed in 
the war,.or for the values which would 
have heen produced had there been no war. 
But it should always be remembered that 
present discussions and difficulties are 
not confined to Germany. The work of 
paying for the war, even ten years after 
its conclusion, remains a heavy. task for 
al] the countries which participated in it. 
‘‘Of all the former belligerents not one 
has yet freed itself from the debt and 
burden left them from the war, and all of 
them, although in different degrees, have 
suffered from its inflationary consequences. 
Moreover, the reconstruction of Germany, 
as the experts said in their report, is not 
an end in itself, but is a part of the larger 
problem of the reconstruction of Europe. 


CONFIDENCE RESTCRED. 


‘*Since: 1924, when stabilisation. was 
achieved and the execution of the experts’ 
plan begun, Germany s reconstruction has 
at least kept pace with the reconstruction 
of Europe as a whole, and it has plaved 
an essential part in the general process. olf 
European reconstruction,’’, 

The Agent-General seems, by his report 
to be expressing the opinion, that during 
the past four years’ working of “the 
experts’ plan confidence has been restored, 
and Germany has been re-established as a 
going concern on a‘ relatively high evel of 
economic activity. From the yery outset, 
he says, the plan has realised its primary 
object of securing the expected reparation 
payments and transfers to the creditor 
Powers. 


NEW COMMITTEE’S TASK. 


But the fact that there was still no final 
termination: of Germany’s liabilities has 
left an element of uncertainty in the plan 
itself and in the affairs of all the countries 
concerned in téparations, and it has 
become increasingly clear that a final 
settlement of the problem to be. achieved 
by mutual agreement would be in the best 
interest of the creditor Powers. and 
Germany alike. 

A decisive step has now been taken in 
this direction, and, Mr. Parker Cilbert 


to draw up proposals for a complete and 
final settlement. oí the _ reparations | 
problem, and it is thu; expressly em- 
powered by the Governments concerned to 
consider the fundamertal problems til!

FIREMEN’S ESCAPE, 


was caused by an outbreak of fire which 
occurred in Great Victoria street, Belfast, 
a short distance from the Great Northern

BRIGADE CALLED. 

The alarm reached the fire station at 
about seven o'clock, and in.a short time 
all the available engines in the city were 
upon the scene. The fire, however, had 
made much headway before it was dis- 


every window and through the roof of the 
building. 

Shortly before eight o clock workers on 
their way to their employment gathered 
in the street, and in the early morning 
mist the tire presented an ave-inspiring 
sight, and as the roof fell in clouds of 
sparks soared a hundred feet into the air.

FIREMEN’S ESCAPE. 

After the roof had fallen the front wall 
in Victoria street assumed an ominous 
bulge at the top, and the firemen, expect- 
ing a collapse, withdrew to the centre 
of the road. A few seconds later the 
wall from the top to the third floor came 
crashing to the roadway, and from this 
onward heavy ironwork and girders, bent 
and twisted by the intense heat, continued 
to push big blocks of masonry to the 
street below. 

Fireman Savage had mourted the main 
staircase for the purpose of making a 
survey shortly before the roof collapsed.. 
He had a very narrow escape, Seeing 
| the danger, he retreated to a place of com- 
parative safety just as the. roof came 
down. He was struck by a small piece of 
masonry and was temporarily stunned, 


where his wound was dressed. 
THE ADJOINING PREMISES. 

The great height of the building was a 
serious handicap to the firemen owing to 
the danger of falling walls. 

It was evident from the first that it 
would be impossible to save the actual 
premises involved, and the brigade directed 
their energies fo preventing the fire from 
spreading. A constant stream of water 
was pumped against the walls of the 
adjoining premises, and all the engines 
were kept working at full speed. ass 

The four shops on the ground floor were 
not affected to any great extent by the fire, 
but they were flooded with water that 
came down from the upper storeys. ‘ These 
were occupied by J. M‘Guftin, hairdresser 
and tobacconist; M. Fitzsimmons, con- 
fectioner; the Sports Fmporium, and 
Messrs. Vivien, ladies’ outfitters. In the 
north end of the block of building;s 
occupied by warehousemen and agents, 
there. was also considerable damage by 
water. 

A grim reminder of the danger in which 
the firemen were placed was a fire-escape 
which was partly buried ‘in the débris 
after the front wall had collapsed. |

PRESIDENT HINDENBURG’S 
NEW YEAR SPEECH. 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The customaty New Year reception of 
the Diplomatic Corps by President ‘von 
Hindenburg took place this morning. 

The Papal Nuncio doyen of the Corps, 
addressing the President, offered his best 
wishes, and said that, in spite. of in- 
evitable disappointments and temporary 
relapses, numanity was advancing 
resolutely on the royal road to peace, and 
the mind of man tended less towards con- 
quest by force and material riches than 
towards greatness ahd mofal nobility. . 

The Papal Nuncto added Germany, 
on the inauguration of the general pact to 
renounce war as an instrument of national 
policy, solemnly declared her. adheretice 
to the peaceful extension of the relations 
between States. May the year which has 
just opened bring a happy selution of the 
important and delicate problems on 
which depend the tranquillity of Europe, 


and thas mark a milestohe on the. bright } 


and fertile road towards general pace and 
the brotherly union of all men on earth.”’ 

President von Hindenburg, replying, 
said:—“ Although the German nation is 
working earnestly to form a true union 
of peace, based on confidence and equal 
rights, if is still in sad uncertainty in 
regard to the fulfilment of justifiable 
expectations, Thus to-day, the opening 
of the new year, the whole German people 
feel very bitterly that a great part of 
their country still lacks the principle of 
ireedom, which we claim of divine and 
human right. 

“Despite. grave disappointment, we 
nevertheless hope that ful] seli-determina- 
tion will be restored to the German people 
during the new year, since the high ideals 
of the peace, understanding and progress 
of mankind can only be thoroughly 
developed by free peoples.”’ ib

GENERAL BRAMWELL BOOTH. 


time has been held by General Bramwell 
‘Booth, the eldest son of Wiliam Booth. Un- 
fortunately General Bramwell Booth, whe is 
seventy-three years of age, has been suffering 
from a severe illness, which caused grave 
anxiety, but his condition is wow greatly im- 
proved and it is fervently hoped that he will 
be restored to full health. 

During the period of Bramwell Booth’s 
leadership the army has gone on from 
strength to strength. Its rate of progress has 
been greater than at ahy time in its history. 
In the sixteen years, from 1912 to 19868, it ha» 
been established in twenty-five more countries 
and its message is spoken in thirty-five 
more languages. In 1912 the army flag, as 
stated, was flying wm fifty-eight countries, it 
is now unfurled in eighty-three countries and 
Colonies, and while in 1912 it preached the 
Gospel lesson in thirty-four languages it now 
uses sixty-seven, In 1912 its corps and out- 
posts numbered 9,415, now there are 15,517, 
and the number of its officers, cadets and 
wholetime emploves was then 21,589, it. is 
now 33,637. At the time of the founder's 
death it conducted 1,142 social institutions 
and agencies, it has now 1,553. ; 

Possibly one of the most convincing indica- 
tions of the strength of the army is the 
number of workers connected with its evan- 
gelical and social work, who, while engaged 
in the ordinary vocations of, life, devote their 
spare time*to the business of the army. ‘The 
most important of these classes of unpaid 
workers are what are termed “ local officers,” 
that is men and women who, under 4 regular 


officer of the army, carry ón the 
affairs of the branches, and “there are 
the bandsmen, who, perlaps, more. than 


any others have been responsible for bring- 
ing the Army to the notice of the indifferent. 
At the time of William Booth’s death there 
were 55,658, local officers associated with the 
Army, and nearly 26,000 bandsmen. There 
are now 105,034 local officers and approaching 
43,000 bandsmen. 
, SHELTER AND FOOD. 

The comparative figures given show the pro- 
gress of expansion of the Salvation Army 
work, and the force that is required to carry 
it on at home and abroad. Other statis‘ics 
in the Year Book give in colossal figures the 
returns of what has been accomplished during 
the last twelve months through its social 
organisation. The Army runs 340 Sheiters, 
hotels for working people, in which the aggre- 
gate accommodation nightly is for 38, 
persons. In these shelters last year 20 268, 752 
meals were supplied to the “down and out,’ 
and 10,912,648 beds were provided. In its 
men’s industrial homes, elevators, workshops 
and wood yards, numbering 210, over 454,600 
men were found temporary or permanent 
work during the year. Through’ its labour 
bureaux 284,300 men found situations. Some 
7.5302 women and girls were recei “ed into its 
industrial homes (112) durmg the year, and 
of these 6.951 veturned to their friends, or 
places were fownd for them. Over 16,700 
women were cared for in the Army's 
maternity homes, which number 79. Among 
the other things stated is that 2,554 ex- 
criminals were received into Army .Prison 
Gate Homes during the year. 

It will be easiiy understood that in order 
to carry out such a vast volume of humani- 
tarian enterprise much money is necessary, 
not only for the feeding and clothing of the 
hungry and the needy, but in providing and 
tfhaintaining the establishments and - mstitu- 
tions necessary for carrymg on the work in 
the 835 couniries. 

ARMY’S GREATEST ASSET. 

Much capital expenditure has been in- 
volved in building up the organisation, and 
in this the Army is said to have assets, but 
the greatest asset the Army has ever had has 
been the earnestness and sincerity of the 
léaders and their uncompromising zeal for the 
cause they have taken up, the loyalty, :de- 
votion and missionary spirit of its officers and 
soldiers, and the gratitude of people who have 
benefited from the helping-hand it stretches 
out in all lands to those who have gone 
under. 

In the Year Book intimate details are given 
of the. Army’s operations in all lands, and of 
the different phases of its avtivities. —“"

: ALLAHABAD, Tuesday. 

Sir Chimanlal Setalvad, the Liberal 
leader, making the chosing speech at the 
meeting of the Natiowal Liberal Federation 
to-day, sounded a note of serious warning 
to the Imperial Government.

CAPTURED BY INFURIATED 
MOB AFTER ARREST. 


From Reurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, MISSISSIPPI, Monday. 

The body of a negro, who had murdered 
a white ‘man and abducted his eighteen-year- 
old daughter, was burned by a mob hete this 
evening. 

After mutilating the body and firing a 
number of bullets into it, the crowd poured 
petrol over it and set it on fire. 

The negro, who had admitted his guilt, 
and thereby absolved two other blacks who 
j were su of complicity, was arrested 
a woman planter, Miss Laura Mae 
Keeler. 

He had previously taken refuge in a hut 
belonging to Miss Keeler, amd when she was 
informed that the fugitave was hiding on her 
premi_%s she entered the hut armed with a 
revolver, disarmed him, and set out for the 
jail with him as prisoner. 

They were intercepted on the way by a 
mob which had formed with astonishing 
rapidity, and the negro was immediately 
taken from his escort. 

Over 2,000 people looked on while he was 
fastened with chains to a pile of logs, and 
on this improvised pyre he apparently re- 
mained at the mercy of the mob for about 
seven hours. 

Then petrol was poured over his recum- 
bent figure and a torch was applied. The 
negro cursed the crowd almost with his dying 
breath. 

The Commandant of the State Militia, 
asked why he did not send troops to the 
rescue of the negro, replied that, although 
it was his daty to hunt for the negro and 
hand him over ¢@ justice, it was not his 
duty to. kill others in doing so. 

A coroner’s jury later recorded a verdict of 
death from causes unknown.

Lining up the women, he and his 
military supports picked out twenty-two 
of the prettiest girls, all in their teens, 
and marched towards the mountains. He 
put the girls on horses, each in front of 
a rebel officer. Mothers and their rela- 
tives pleaded with the rebel conimander, 
offering all they possessed for the libera- 
tion of the girls, but the Colonel laughed. 
“You could not buy, with all your 
wealth, the treasures we have found in 
Jilotepec,’’ he said. |

MAKING THE 
CALENDAR, — 


TASK THAT REQUIRES 
SIX YEARS’ WORK, 


-“ 


Probably not one man in a million, says 
Mr. Moses B. Cotsworth, Director of the 
International Fixed Calendar Leagne, realises 
that the basis for making each year's 
calendar requires six years’ of co-operative 
work by the best astronomers in five leading 
nations. 

On August 17th, 1927, the calculations for 
the year 19335 were begun by eminent 
scientists in the Greenwich Observatory and 
the Nautical Almanack Office. These men 
work out íor: all the nations the right 
ascénsion and declination of the sun, moon, 
and eighty-four of the fixed stars at each of 
the twenty-four, hours in every day. By 
August, 1928, these were printed and sent to 
the directors of the National Obsetvatories 
in the United States, Germany, France, and 
Spain, to enable each of these nations to 
begin their quota of the work. No part is 


duplicated, 
THE POLAR STARS. 

The United States astromomers work out 
the eclipses of the sun and moon for all ‘the 
nations, and the hourly positions of the 
planets and their satellites. Germany cal- 
culates the hourly positions for 307 of the 
fixed stars below the celestial Arctic Circle 
to the Tropic of Cancer. It is Frances task 
to work out the hourly position of the Polar 
stars. Spain does the same work ‘for sixty- 
five of the more southerly stars. 

It takes about eighteen months for these 
four countries to do their job, and at the 
end of that period, the four national 
directors, having printed their results, send 
copies to each other and to the Greenwich 
authorities. At Greenwich the information 
is combined in the Nautical Almanack for 
1935, which will -be printed and issued by the 
end of 1930. From this Almanack all the 
natiOMs will be able to work out for each 
of their own ports. the daily times and heights 
of the tides. This information must then be 
issued to the makers of calendars not later 
than January, 1932.
